PARIS, April 2.—The committee of 
experts headed by Reginald McKenna, 
former British chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, estimates that 8,000;000,000 
gold marks ($2,000,000,000). has been 
hidden by Germany in foreign coun- 
tries. 

This represents 40,000,000,000 paper’ 
francs and it indicates the immense 
sum which Teuton bankers had for the 
purpose of*manipulation during the re- 
'cent depreciation of French currency. 


| Expect $250,000,000 Next Year. 


The Dawes committee estimates that 
Germany will not be able to Make ap- 
preciable cash payments on the repa- 
rations account during the next four 
years, but means are pointed out for 
Germany to make certain deliveries of 
material in kind, principally coal and 
cde, during the interim. 

The value of these deliveries the sec- 
ond year (mostly fuel going to France, 
Belgium and Italy) will total nearly 
1,000,000,000 gold marks ($250,000,000). 

Resumes of the reports have already 
been printed. They comprise three 
typewritten pages for the Dawes re- 
port and one page for the McKenna 
recommendations. The full. report 
totals 300 pages. 

French Chamber in Uproar. 

A threatened fist fight threw the 
chamber of deputies this afternoon 
into wild uproar when Premier Poin- 
care appeared to answer interpella- 
tions on his new cabinet. As M. Poin- 
care mounted the speaker’s tribune 
the deputies burst forth in loud tu- 
mults, during which M. Maginot, min- 
ister of war, shouted “lawyer of the 
Huns” at Deputy André Berton, a com- 
munist. M. Berton charged toward M. 
Maginot, but six chamber guards sur- 
rounded him. It was necessary to ad- 
journ the chamber for a time.

| COOLIDGE CONFERS 
‘WITH SENATORS ON 
NEW LEGISLATION 


Washington, D. C., ‘April. 2.—Means 
of speeding up legislation in the sen- 
ate were considered at a White House 
breakfast conference today attentled 


, by about a dozen Republican senators. 


The conference today was the first 
of its kind held by the President, al- 


though from time to.time he has in- 
vited individual senators to confer with 
him‘on measures before the senate. 

During the general discussion of the 
legislative situation some senators ex- 
pressed the opinion that congress 
would be able to clean up its work be- 
fore the convening of the Republican 
national. convention at Cleveland, but 
others thought this view . too opti- 
mistic. 

The President was informed tilt 
there is a disposition to press the im-| 
migration restriction measure. in the 
near future. Some senators favor 
bringing it up immediately, but Sena- 
tor Hiram Johnson has requested that 
action be deferred until his return to 
Washington. 


COMMONS DOWNS 
LEVY ON CAPITAL 
BY 325-160 VOTE 


LONDON, April 2.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—-The policy of a capital 
levy was rejected by the house of 
commons tonight by a vote of 325 tp 
160. 

The adjournment of the discussion 
on the rents bill provided an oppor- 
‘tunity to take up the conservative mo- 
tion against a capital levy, which was 
designed to force the government ‘to 
define its attitude on this question. 

Chief interest centered in the admis- 
sion by J. R. Clynes, leader in ‘the 
house, that the government could no 
longer hope for the passage of such a 
measure in the present parliament and 
that it was useless for any government 
to introduce a levy without full con- 
sent of the electorate. He strongly 
maintained, however, that ultimately 
the country. would be forced ‘by its 
crushing burden of debt to resort te 
this remedy, because there’ was no al- 
ternative. He was convinced that the 


people would soon realize that a-levy 
was not a stupid thing,
